Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)), In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination does not require coils connected with anti-parallel winding 
directions. The subcombination has separate utility such as with (relatively stationary) magnets 
having anti-parallel magnetic moments or with an ear-hook (instead of an internal magnet). 

Inventions III and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
product as claimed can be made by a method that does not involve attaching an internal magnet 
such that the magnet is capable of aligning with an external magnetic field, as seen from the 
alternative forms mentioned above. 
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Inventions III and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
method as claimed can be used to make a coil system in which the internal coil actively or 
passively screens certain electromagnetic frequencies emanating from the external coil or can be 
used to make a coil system in which the coils are inductively coupled for power transmission 
(rather than for transferring signals between the coils). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and divergent required 
searches, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

The subject matter of the original patent claims is held to be constructively elected (37 
CFR 1.176(b)). Therefore, claims 9-33 are withdrawn from further consideration as being drawn 
to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. MPEP § 1450 
states that "if the original claims are found allowable, and a divisional application has been filed 
for the non-elected claims, further action in the application will be suspended, pending resolution 
of the divisional application." 

Claims 1-8 are allowed.
